LEN THE MATTER OF THE “ROSINA”” 
This was a motion fr the refund of. a 
sum of money which had. been paid -into 
Court by mistake, under an order of the 
Court, by Mesars Arnhold, Karberg & Co., 
on behalf of Messrs C. F. Stokes & Co., 
of Newcastle, N.S. W., the charterers of the 
American barque Rosina. : ‘ 
: Mr Kingsmill, instructed by Mr Brereton, 
appeared in support of the motion, a 

@ Attorney General, the Hon..G. Phillippo 
instructed ‘by. Messrs-Sharp, Toller ant 
Johnegn, appeared for Messrs Adameon, Bell 
& Co., the agents for the holder of the 
bottomry bond, Mr Prell at Melbourne. 

It appeared from the. affidavits filed that 
by the terms of the charter-party, . the 
barque was to go from. Melbourne to New- 
castle, N.S.W:, to take in a cargo of coala 
for Hongkong at.18/6 per ton, and that the 
whole cargo consisted of. about 468} tons 
more or less. One clause in the charter- 
party was to tho effect that.the charterers’ 
agents.were authorised to advance money on 
account of the charterera, to the extent of 
not more than £200 for the disbursements 


Hansen, 
advance of £341.1.4. had-been made on ao~ 
count.of the ship, and that this sum hed not 
been deducted from. the -amount of tho 
freight when it was paid into Court, 
ir Kingsmill urged that this rea wag 
aid into Court by mistake and should have 
een refunded to the firm to the extent of 
£341.1,4. This was a Court, he said, where 
equitable prixciples held away. and in 
equity any. money so paid in by mistake 
should be refunded. But apart from that, 
any. money wrongly paid should be refund- 
ed, even according to the most stringent ap: 
plication of Common Law. = 

‘The Attorney General said his’ conten- 
tion was that the money was Froperly paid 
into Court, and that the whole amount of 
the freight. was ‘properly attachable by 
the agents for the bondeholder,. The fact 
whether or. uot Mesars Arnhold, Karberg 
& Co, know of the advance of the £341.14 
to the vessel for disbursements . would 
not. affect the question, Messrs Arnhold, 
Karberg & Co., had the Charter-party in 
their hands, and according to its terms, 
no advence could be made fora greater sum 
than £200, In the‘ first place the char- 
terers' agents should not have advanced 
more than £200; and in t.e second, place 
any advances so made should not be deduot- 
ed from the freight, because the Cuptain 
had, according to the conditions of tho 
charter-party, drawn upon himeelf by a bill 
of exchange, payable at 30 days’ sight at 
Hongkong, and there was to have been. an 
endorsement of this draft on the bills of 
lading sent to the consignees, but there was 
no such endorsement on the bill of lading. 

The Court then asked Mr Kingsmill to 
address himself on'the point of the excessive 
advance over the £200; for it seemed there 
wos no authority for-adyancing any money 
over that amount. ; - 

Mr Kingsmill then cited cases to support 
the point: of refunding money paid in by 
mistake, and observed:that in regard to the 
excessive advance, it was to the benefit of 
the bond-holder for if the. vessel had from 
lack of fund been unable to: make the 
necessary disbursements, such as the paying 
of harbour dues, so as to leave the har- 
bour, the bond-holder would have suffered, 
As to the non-endorsement on the bill of 
lading, it was an aot of forgetfulness, and 
he quoted cases to shew the remedy for 
forgetfulness, and with regard to the amount 
advanced in excess of £200, it was in the 
nature of a second bottomry bond. t 

The Attorney General then replied. He 
said hoe never heard of advances for ship’s 
disbursements. standing in the position. of 
a bottomry bond. The question here was 
really whether. the advance made had 

wiority over .2.bottomry bond. He oon- 
nded. that it had not, and fhe Cap- 
tain had made. himself. responsible for 
the advance. If there was a sufficienoy of 
money, of course the payment for the ad- 
yancs could be made therefrom. He would 
contend that in the first place they had no 
right to deduct more than £200; and in the 
second, thay had no right to deduct anything 
from the freight at all. Under ordinary 
ciroumstances, advances for-ship’s dishurse- 
mounts could be deducted from the freight,. 
but “Mr. Stokes had made a different 
arrangement whereby the Captain signed a 
bil of exchange ; 
at Hongkong at 30 days’ sight. 
| parson to Captain Hansen through 
hartered Mercantile Bank, and was 
accepted by him, “After this acceptance, 
Messrs; Arnhold, Karberg. & Co, paid the 
amount of the freight into Court, My, 
Stokes had contracted .himself-out-of : the 
deduction he was entitled to, by the arrange- 
ments he made, These arrangements were 
neyer carried out, the draft having been 
dibhonoured (at maturity.
